WITH THE ITALIAN TROOPS

31—Unconfirmed press dispatches 
from Mogadiscio, Italian Somall- 
land, sald last night thousands of 
Italians, and Dubats (native 
troops) swept the Ethiopians 
aside in a gory battle, reaching 
the vicinity of Gorrahel on the 
southern front. 

The dispatches said the battle had 
taged between Gorrahei and Scil- 
lave, a fortified Italian centre, for 
several days, 

There was no estimate of the 
dead and wounded. 

Native troops of the Italian forces 
advanced Monday as far as Hauzien, 
about 30 miles north of Makale, and 
took possession of the famous nat- 
ural fortress of Amba Sion, it was 
reported here yesterday. : 

The Ethiopian garrison was said 
to have retreated, and no battle en- 
sued. 


PUSH TO MAKALE 

Two columns of Italian troops 
moved forward toward Makale in 
Northern Ethiopia Wednesday with- 
out encountering reststance, but 
Ethiopian warriors tried to push 
back another Italian force south- 
east of the Setit River.

ROME, Oct. 31—Premicr Mus- 
solini, in an emergency, war-like 
decree, ordered last night a cen- 
sus of the mercantile marine to 
determine the strength of the 
naval reserve. Italy's merchant 
ships will be armed, if necessary, 
said the decree, 

In well-informed circles belief 
was expressed that by this step II 
Duce intended to groom his sea- 
power in the event of a possible 
war in Europe. 

All shipowners and captains were 
told to be ready to give information 
about their vessels to a mixed com- 
mittee from the navy, war and 
communications departments. 

Those ships designed as naval 
auxiliaries will “carry defensive 
arms” in case of war, the decrec 
stipulated. 

The decree divides the command 
of the entire merchant marine be- 
tween government departments. The 
navy will be in absolute command 
of armed auxiliaries and the com- 
munications department may com- 
mand “traffic ships” until these are 
needed by the navy.

The Harm Of 
Superstition 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 
a holiday rich in superstition, I believe that 
this is a good time for an article on the sub- 
ject of superstition. The definition of super- 
stition is as follows: “A belief founded upon 
an irrational feeling, especialiy of fear.” The 
word itself comes from the 
Latin and is a combination of 
two words meaning to stand 
- over. If you are superstitious, 
then you believe in the power 
of some supernatural force to 
stand over you and bring you 


bad luck and this belief is 
accompenied by fear in a 
greater or lesser degree. 


Practically everyone is affect- 
ed by superstition. Once we 
accept a superstition we are 
literally in its power. Most of us are influenced 
by only a fesw superstitions but there are in- 
dividuals whose behavior is controlled by many 
superstitions. They are forced, through this 
power which superstition has over them, to 
spend a great deal of attention on trivial omens 
which a sensible person refuses to allow to have 
any influence over him. 

There are actually thousands of people so 
enslaved by superstition that they try to stay 
away from black cats—they are careful not to 
break mirrors—and they will walk around a 
ladder rather than under it. They are made 
uneasy and uncomfortable whenever they flout 
their pet superstition, whatever it is. 

The one who believes in superstition actually 
believes in a super-human power and_ fears 
that power. He believes that certain omens 
or signs are unlucky and he will go to great 
lengths to counteract their bad luck by search- 
ing for a charm which is supposed to bring 
good Juck. 

Some of the common superstitions of today 
are: That it is unlucky to open an umbrella in 
the house; that it is a misfortune to spill salt; 
that breaking a mirror will be followed by 
seven years’ bad luck; that it is unlucky to have 
a black cat cross your path, and that Friday the 
13th is an unlucky day, 

One who believes in superstitions has gone 
back to the old belief in magic—he believes that 
black magic has the power to harm him and 
he is deeply, unreasonably afraid. Once an 
irrational fear of this kind asserts itself, it is 
difficult to rid one’s-self of it. When it comes 
to the particular superstition in which we be- 
lieve, we are blind to the potential harm of 
Superstition. If we try to go against that super- 
Stition, we are haunted by a vague sense of 
uneasiness or impending misfortune. The chief 
power of superstition is this vague feeling of 
fear which it arouses and beyond any question 
of a doubt, any belief which has the power to 
induce fear, is an injurious belief. Practical 
psychologists are more and more coming to 
realize that a great deal of mischief is done by 
irrational superstitions which torment their 
victims, Rid your mind of these nuisances and 
you may be sure that afterward you will enjoy 
better mental and physical health. 

If you entertain a mild superstition, then 
there is one practical thing you can do. You 
can refuse to give in to superstition. You can 
assert your power and deny the power of any- 
thing outside yourself to influence you in any 
way. Face that superstition and deliberately 
disregard it. If you are afraid to walk under 
ladders, then hunt for all of the ladders you 
are able to find and walk under every one 
of them. You will soon find that nothing un- 
lucky happens. In time, superstition of this 
Sort will lese its power to make you uneasy or 
fearful. You will then enjoy confidence in a } 
greater degree and you will be totally free from 
the depressing fear which Superstition brings 
Throw off superstition in any form. The results 
will be only beneficial,

COLD WEATHER 
HALTS HARVEST 
IN PEACE AREA 


Cold weather which has settled 
on the Peace River territory has 
held up threshing operations and 
probably will mean that a consid- 
erable amount of grain will be left 
unthreshed in the harvest fields. 

The weekly crop report of the 
Northern Alberta Railways for the 
week previous to Oct. 30, released 
on Thursday on authority of John 
Callaghan, general manager, states 
that at Dawson Creek about 60 
per cent of oats and 10 per cent of 
wheat remains unthreshed, Weather 
is now clear and co'd and much 
stacking is being done. 

Weather at Pouce Coupe has been 
cool with heavy frosts at night. 
Threshing is practically completed 
and grain is not being marketed 
although it is grading mostly three 
or four. 

Hythe has been experiencing clear 
and cold weather, About 60 per 
cent, of the grain is still to be 
threshed and it is grading low. | 
Beaverlodge is threshing the last! 
of its crop, Grain will be tough | 
and will be required for feed. 

Wembley has had cold weather 
with light rain. One inch of snow 
fell over the last week-end. Thresh- 
ing is 75 per cent. completed. 


There was snow in the earlier 
part of the week at Grande Prairie 
and 20 below zero weather has 
stopped all threshing, which is half 
finished, 

Clairmont reports half the thresh- 
ing done, with a stop coming due 
to cold weather, 

Other sections in the Peace River 
area are similarly reporting, all in- 
dicating that harvesting is either 
progressing slowly or has come to 
a hait,
